A Governing Association 
. to be Formed. 

There was arepresentative attendance of 
‘those interested in football’ at a meeting 
held in tho Y.M.C.A, Buildings last: even- 
ing for the purpose of connidering the 
advisnbility of forming ao As sociation in 
Hongkong for the governance of the- ganic. 

Mr Frank Brown was voted to the chair. 
Mr A. Storrio, ab whose instance tho 
meoting was convened, aaid since the for- 
ation of theTeague, which had proved such 
a success, it had been thought desirable 
to establish o Football Asaocistion in the 
Colony. At the present time there was the 
Shield Competition and the League com- 
petition. “Tho League members wanted to 
run things as for as possible amicably in 
the Colony, aud did not want to bo arrang- 
inggamea oxi the same day as Shield matches 
—in fact, they had bese quite willing so 
far to stand aside for Shield fixtures. As to

Madame Leiria, wife of Mr J. J. Leiria, 
Consul General for Portugal and Brazil, very 
kindly distributed the prizes to the pupils of 
tha Victoria Anglo -Portuguese school, at 
the Club Lusitano at 4 o'clock, this after-. 
uoon. There waa s very large attendance 
and the proceedings passed off mont suces:- 
fully, Tho Right Rev. Bishop Pozzoni 
presided. 

“ Consul General J. J. Leiria said :—My 
Lord Bishop, Indies and ‘gentlemen—I 
appear before you. this afternoon in an 
entirely novel role, for it is nut often that a 
consular official. combines with his duties 
those of a principal. of a school as Ihave 
been asked to act for once to-day. The 
‘modem conception of the > ocoupier of a 
consular incumnbenoy is, however, not only 
that of tho representative of his country 
in that to which ho is accredited, bat also 
that of 3 commercial agent, an intellingen- 
cer, and, in short, that of a Jack-of-all— 
trades, undor which. latter denomination 
that also, I suppose, of a school-master, 
Not that I suppose it is believed a consul 
possesses the ominiscience of the Gods, 
but like most people with whom naturs 
has been bountiful in her disposition of 
the gift of vanity, consuls, I imagine with 
the sad difficulty of o scnee of modesty 
arrogate to themselves a certain prominence 
in public fanctions.to which they may not 
justly haveaclaim, My want of modesty 
I suppose.is responsible for the engerness 

with which I scized upon this oc- 
casion to appear in wy present role when I 
was apporached {o present to you the first 
publit annual report of the Victoria Anglo- 
Portuguese school. . That report which 
furnizhes interesting reading .from an 
educational point’ of view is submitted by 
the headmistress of the echool Mra D. A. 
Cordeiro. With your permission I have

The death of Lance- 
Sergeant Wells as the ‘result of . being 
shot by one of a gang of robbers has 
stirred - tho~ “Colony. very desply. Your 
cortespondent evidently hud tho conr- 
age of his opinions and ws not afraid 
to express them. There was one point 
however, he did not touch upon as he 
might have done, as thab.to my mind is 
the one which has, in a groat measure, 
been responsibla for a good deal of the 
robberies and lesser burglaries which: have 
taken place in the Colony within the last 
year. I refer to the sentences which have 
been passed'at the Magistracy,,from time 
to time in cases of robbery and jar 
crimes, What does imprisonmont in a 
Hongkong jail) mean to men whp aro 
accustomed ” to aodgo from 
post in an attempt to sania the 
meshes of the law? Nothing, For them 
it is simply moro or Jess a life of com- 
parative ease, with plenty to eat-and some- 
where to sleep in comfort and security. It 
isa well-known fact that tho leniont sen- 
tences which have rewarded (that is really- 
the most Proper term to usain this ea 
toxt) this class of criminals in Hongkong h 
been instrumental in. making the Colany 
s safe harbour, a yeritable A lsatia, for 
theso men, Many ‘of ‘theso-sturdy vaga- 
bonds hail from the north where they
